CHANGED INTO A FLOATING PALACE

Trim as a sum mer girl in ber dainti­ 
est bathing suit, the Mayflower, the 
official yacht of the United States and 
ocean home of President Roosevelt, re­ 
cently lay in the Brooklyn navy yard, 
•ays the Now York Herald. 
In her 
new function, after undergoing altera­ 
tions that cost $50,000, she is ready for 
sea as one of the most luxuriously ap­ 
pointed vessels afloat. 
Of the new Mayflower all the o{fleers 
i t the navy yard are proud, as they 
$*ed slie will be a fitting residence for 
the chief executive of the nation when 
Asocial or naval regulations call upon 
him to fly his flag afloat. 
In designat­ 
ing such a palace for use by the presi­ 
dent the United States departs some 
what from the old fin- - of Jeffersonian 
sim plicity and takes her place w ith the 
other world powers in the matter of 
naval luxury. 
Neither tin* liohenzdf- 
lern nor any of the other royal yachts 
has staterooms and saloons more beau­ 
tiful or costly than those of the presi­ 
dent’s yacht. 
^ Inutile few w eeks just passed the 
Mayflower has been refitted and refur­ 
nished completely from stem to stern. 
The president's q u o te r s are situated 
aft, on the main deck, and include six 
staterooms for the exclusive use of 
himself. Mrs. Roosevelt and their chil­ 
dren. 
The tw o larger of these state­ 
rooms have been \ery lavishly fur­ 
nished. 
Special 
attention 
has 
been 
given to the decoration of the bulk­ 
heads and the paneling, which are 
covered with expensive* silk in many 
^ . colors.

On the spar deck forward are the 
charthouse and the staterooms of the 
stirg**>e av'l 
paymaster. 
Them* are 
fitted up in simple but expensive style. 
The sm oking room occupies the after 
portion of this deck and is finished in 
teak. with a floor of fancy woods, in­ 
laid in m osaic and waxed. 
Many cane 
chairs and sofas add to the comfort to 
bo bad In this room. 
Below on the main deck the cap­ 
tain’s cabin, stateroom and bathroom 
occupy the forward part of the i»ort 
side. the similar section starboard be­ 
ing used as a wardroom an I containing 
quarters for the executive arni other 
officers of the ship. 
Bo hi ad tile officers* 
quarters Is the president’s dining s-a- 
loon. 
It extends the width of the ship 
and Is furnished in white and gold, 
Louis XIV. style. 
Tile bulk head* are 
Jk beautiful, 
with delicate tracery, and 
light In admitted through tw o spacious 
skylights mahogany trimmed. A hand­ 
some Italian marble mantel ornam ents 
the forward bulkhead, shove which Is 
a large oval mirror framed la gold.

Besides the arrangements made for 
tho comfort of the president and his 
family in Jhe living and sleeping apart­ 
ments aboard, extensive plans were 
made to give him the benefit of the 
most improved culinary and sanitary 
contrivances.

During the twenty six and a half years 
In which the record has been kept, it 
has shown th** appointment of receiv­ 
ers 
for 639 roads, covering 114.4*40 
m iles of lines and representing stocks 
and bonds Aggregating the vast sum 
af $6.291.397.cob. 
In a single year, 1893, no less than 
seventy-tour 
roads went 
Into bank 
ruptey, with 29.3 to 
miles and $1,781.- 
900.OOO of stock an d b o n d s. 
But since 
that year of greatest financial calami 
ty, failures have rapidly decreased and 
reorganizations have gone on at equal 
speed, so that today the era of rail 
way receiverships may bo said to be 
ended.

appointed to arrange for the reunion. 
“The meeting is called by J. AV. 
Shepard, who was one of the officer- 
sent to Brainerd. 
The reunion will 
be the third held by the soldiers, the 
last one having taken place five year*, 
ago. 
Mr. Shepard said last night 
that no plans for the coming cele­ 
bration have yet been made. 
“ We are going to get together 
this afternoon, ’ said h e ,‘'and talk 
the matter over in an informal way. 
We shall then decide what we want 
to do. 
There are not many of the 
Blueberry war veterans now living, 
so the reunion, if held, will not be 
an elaborate affair. 
I should like to 
have all the members of the three 
companies that 
were 
ordered to 
Brainerd meet with us this after­ 
noon. 
There are about thirty or 
forty still living in St. Paul and Min­ 
neapolis, aud I think that these can 
all be present . ” 
‘The Braiuerd Indian uprising, tr 
‘Blueberry war,’ oceured July 25, 
1872. 
A school teacher living a few 
miles from Brainerd was murdered 
by the Indians and the citizens of 
that town hung four Indians in order 
to avenge the crime. 
The tr ills in 
that locality then threatened the 
settlement at Brainerd, and for a few 
days it looked as if the entire popu­ 
lation of the frontier village 
would 
be massacred. 
‘ The Indians prepared for hostili­ 
ties. 
The squaws and children were 
sent away and the Indian 
villages 
were deserted. 
The sheriff of the 
county, fearing that he would not be 
able to cope with the savages, called 
upon the government for aid, and in 
response three companies of militia 
were sent from St. Paul. 
•‘When the Indians saw the soldi­ 
ers, they modified their hostile views. 
Judge 
Edgerton 
was 
appointed 
commissioner to arrange a truce. 
No fighting was engaged in during 
the week the soldiers remained at 
Brainerd. 
“ Brainerd, at the time of the out­ 
break, was the great blueberry cen­ 
ter of the Northwest, and when the 
trouble with the Indians arose the 
price of the berries increased more 
than 50 per cent within two 
days. 
The militia men who were sent to 
quell the uprising claimed that they 
received no ration 
but blueberries 
while at Brainerd, and from these 
two incidents the uprising was dubb­ 
ed the ‘ Blueberry war.”
